A Proclamation reſtraining the Importation of 
any ſort of Glaſſe from beyond Seas. 


—llereas Wee are informed that great quantities of Glaſſe are by 


2 diuers letret and vnlawfull meanes Impoꝛted and bꝛought into this 
Our Realme of England and Dominion of wales, from fozreine 


SQ lame, as to the great dammage ok Our louing Subiects, the Paten⸗ 
A ttees of the Glaſſe-wozks heere, who by their exceeding charge and 
DJ || reat care hauing now bꝛought the laid wozkes to good perfection, 
JD (| Wee are in Juſtice and Honour to pꝛouide fo2 their indempnitte in 
J] that kinde; And howſocuer fo2 the better encouragement of the 
ſayd Patentees, Wee foꝛmerly granted them power of Impoꝛtation 
ok Glaſſe from bepond Seas, pet Our Royall meaning therein was, to continue that Licence 
no longer then the Glaſſe-Wozks heere ſhould be bꝛought to perfection : And therefoꝛe to the 
end that no verſon whatloeuer ſhould hereafter hope foꝛ, oꝛ expect fauour oꝛ conninencie foꝛ im- 
poꝛting of Glaſſe, Mee doe from Hencefoozth inhibite and foꝛbid the laid Patentees, their Depu⸗ 
ties and Aſſignes, to impoꝛt, 02 cauſe to be impoꝛted into this Our realme and Donumon of 
Wales, any ſoꝛt 02 inde of Glaſſe whatſoeuer from any the parts beyond the Seas, other then 
ſuch few rarities of Glaſſe, as certaine Loꝛds Our Commiſſioners foꝛ the Glaſſe⸗works heere, 
aud in Scotland, hall giue their expꝛeſſe Warrant koꝛ in that behalfe, vpon paine of foꝛfeiture of 
theſaine; Any Charter, Licence 02 Graunt by Us herctofoze made to the laid Patentces 02 0- 
thers tothe contrary notwithſtanding, 

And further wee doe by theſe Pꝛelents ſtraitly charge, pꝛohibite and oꝛdaine, That from 
and after the Date ofthis Pur Pꝛoclamation, no perſon o2 perſons whatſocuer, (hall at any 
time hereafter pꝛelume to impoꝛt. conuep oꝛ bꝛing, ozcauſe to be impoꝛted, conueyed and bzought 
into Our Kealme of England oꝛ Dominion of Wales, from any koꝛreine part oꝛ parts beyond the 
Deas, oꝛ out of any other of Our Kingdomes oꝛ Dominions (except in ſuch caſes of neteſſitie as 
(hall be allowed of by Our ſaid Coinmiſſtoners, and that to the Scottiſh Patentees onely) any 
maner, kinde, oꝛ faſhion of Glaſſe oz Glaſſes whatſoeuer, vpon pane of the foꝛfeiture of all ſuch 
Glaſſe as (hall be ſo impoꝛted contrary to this Our nopall Commandement, To be from time to 
time ſeiled and taken in Our name, and one moptie thereof to be to Dur vſe, and the other moptie 
to him oꝛ them that ſhall diſcouer and ſeiſe the ſame, and vpon further pame of Our indigna⸗ 
tion and ſuch other puniſhment as by Our Laiwes oꝛ Pꝛerogatiue Koyall map be inflicted bpon 
ſuch offenders foꝛ their contempt in this behalfe ; whom wee will ſhall be from time to tinie by 
Our ſaid Commiſſioners foꝛ the ſaid Glaſſe-wozks, tonuented and called bekoꝛe them, and by 
them duely puniſhed accoꝛding to the merit of their offences, 

And further vpon the like penalties, That no perſon oꝛ verſons whatſoeuer that now ble, oꝛ 
hereafter ſhall vle the trade oꝛ occupation of retailing, ſelling oꝛ vttering of dunking Glaſſes, oz 
other Glaſſes within any Dur Dominions, chall at anytime hereakter directly oz indirectly, 


buy, bargaine, oꝛ contractfoz any kinde oꝛ faſhion of Glaſſe o2 Glaſſes made beyond the Seas, oꝛ 
in any of Our Kinadomes and Domintons, otherthenin our Realme of England and Donn ⸗ 
nion of Wales except in taſes of neteſſitie to be allowedof as afozeſaid) to be impoꝛted, conueyed 
oꝛ bzought into this Our Kingdome of England and Dominion of wales And that no Uint⸗ 
ner, Uictualicr oꝛ Inholder, oꝛ other perſon whatſoener, hall bup, rccc:ac oꝛ take any Glaſſe 
oꝛ Glaſſes whatſocucr, but at the ozdinary Shops, oꝛ other lawfull places foꝛ ſale thereof; And 
that no Maſter of any Ship oꝛ Ueſlell ſhall permit oꝛ ſuffer any foꝛreine Glaſſe to bee taken oꝛ 
bꝛought aboard his Ship oz Ueſſell, noꝛ that any Mariner oz Saller ſhall bing o2 conuey any 
ſuch Glaſſe into this Realme oz Dominion of Wales, vnder any colour oꝛ pzetence whatſoeuer; 
vnder the paines and penalties befoze mentioned. 

And further Mee doe like wile ſtraitly charge and inhibite by theſe Pzeſerts, That from hente⸗ 
fooꝛth no perſon oꝛ perſons whatſoeuer (other then the ſaid Engliſh Patentees, their Deputies 
oꝛ Aſſignes) ſhal melt oꝛ make, oꝛ cauſe to be melted 02 made, any kinde, foꝛme oꝛ faſlion of Glaſſe 
oꝛ Glaſſes, with any ſoꝛt of fewell whatſoeuer, within this Dur Realme of England and Domi⸗ 
nion of wales, oꝛ any part thereof, vpon paine of foꝛfeiture of ſuch Glaſſe ſo made as afoꝛeſaid, 
and other puniſhment foꝛ their contempt in that behalfe; And that alſo from hencefoozth no 
perſon o2 perſons whatſoeuer within Our ſaid Kingdome and Dominion of Wales (other then 
the ſaid Engliſh Patentces, their Deputies and Aſlignes) ſhall erect 02 build, oꝛ cauſe fo be ercc- 
ted 02 built any Furnaces, Structures, Engines oꝛ Deuites, foꝛ the melting oꝛ making ot any 
kinde oꝛ ſoꝛt of Glaſſe, oꝛ Glaſſes, with oꝛ by the helpe oꝛ meanes of any fewell whatſoeucr; And 
that no perſon ſhall abett, aide oꝛ aſſiſt any ſuch perſons as ſhallvnlawfully erect, oꝛ attempt to 
erect any Furnace, Engine oꝛ Deuice foꝛ making of Glaſſe, either by demiſing oꝛ letting them a- 
ny houſes oꝛ ground foꝛ that vſe oꝛ purpoſe,o2 otherwiſe howſocucr, vpon pame of Our indigna⸗ 
tion, andluch other puniſhment as by Our Laweso2 Our Pꝛerogatiue Royall,as afoꝛeſaid, may 
bt like wile inflicted vpon them, Any Charter, Licence, Power, Authontie 02P2iniledge to the 
contrary in any wiſe notwithſtanding, and vpon further paine of hauing the ſaid Furnaces ſo 
vnlawfully crected,demoliſhedand pulled downe by the ſayd Engliſh Patentees, their Deputies, 
Subſtitutes oꝛ Allignes, by Warrant oꝛ Warrants in that behalfe, to betothem firſt giuen buder 
the hands of any of Our laid Commiſſioners; as well within Liberties as without, whom wee 
dot hereby require and authozize to make and giue Warrants accoꝛdingly. 

And laſtly, Wee doe hereby ſtraitly charge and command all Juſticesof Peace, Mapoꝛs, 
Sheriffes, Bayliffes, Conſtables, Cuſtomers, Comptrollers, Searchers, Waiters, and other 
Our Officers and Miniſters, to be from time to time aiding and aſſiſtingin the due erecution of 
this Our rgoyall commandement, as they tender Our plealure, and will anſwere the contrary 


at their perils.
